FRUIT SHOWER IS HELD 


Reports of Committees Reveal 
Many Patients Given 
Hospital Aid 





Voting amendments to their 
by-laws, presenting the annual 
shower of canned fruits for the 
hospital, hearing reports of re- 
ceipts and disbursements since 
spring, and voting more improve- 
ments, members of the Woman's 
Auxiliary of San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital met yesterday 
in the hospital library for the 
first business session since 
May. 

Mrs. G. A. Hanson, president 
of the Auxiliary, presided during 
the session. 

Mrs. Harold Latimer, treasurer, 


reported a total of $117.71 was} 


received from the annual silver 
tea held recently, and stated that 
since last May $608.97 had been 
paid out, chiefly for various im- 
provements and supplies for the 
hospital. There is now in the 
treasury a total of $404.53. 


The balance in the infantile 
paralysis fund was given as 


$258.21, 

The several committee reports 
revealed a great deal accomplish- 
ed by the Auxiliary since May. 

Reporting the results of the 
canned fruit shower, Mrs. Jee 
Bert listed 143 quarts of fruit, 67 
glasses of jams and jellies, two 
jars of grape juice, one quart of 
tomato juice, one quart of sliced 
plums and a quantity of raisins. 

Mrs. Harry Martin told of 
17,646 surgical dressings made 
by her committee, and Mrs. Frank 
Newell reported 46 lugs of fresh 
fruit received.

“The Upland chamber of com-

Students Turn Time Into Sheckles

Many At Chaffey 
Contrary to the popular belief|are some 


that most college students go to 
college to get a two or a four year 
“loaf,” many who attend junior 
college and four-year colleges to- 
day are working under heavier 
difficulties than ever before. Chat- 
fey junior college, where many 
students are getting their educa- 
tion at great sacrifice, is no ex- 
ception to the rule. 

There is never enough work to 
go around, but the students cheer- 
fully take what they can get and) 
make the best of it. Those who; 
are “batching” uncomplainingly 
cook what food they have. Those 
who are supplementing their ex- 
penses at home, budget their slen- 
der resources. All of them go 
without clothes and incidentals 
which young people who are not 
struggling for an education often 
consider necessities. 

Figures show that 62 per cent 
of the men and 35 per cent of the | 
women at Chaffey are earning 25 
per cent or more of their expenses. 
Twenty-three per cent of the men 
and 14 per cent of the women 
earn more than 50 per cent of their 
way; and 13 per cent of the men 
and five per cent of the women 
earn all of their expenses. 

It is particularly these last fig- 
ures which indicate a group of 
students who are operating on an 
exceedingly close margin. Here
